- The Income of the Road, as above exhibited, during 
the first eight months of the year, from March 31st 
to November 30th, 1856, was derived from the sepa- 
rate operation of the Concord Boad. During the re- 
maining four months of the year, from November 



30th, 1856, to March 31st, 1857, the income was de- 
rived from the operation of the Concord Road, in 
connection with the Manchester and Lawrence Road, 
under a lease of said Road, a copy of which is ap- 
pended to this Report. 

The Receipts, Expenditures, and Income for these 
four months were apportioned to each Road in pro- 
portion to its capital stock. 

At the time of the execution of the lease of the 
Manchester and Lawrence Road to the Concord Road, 
an accurate examination of the state and condition of 
both Roads andK)f their Tools, Engines and Furniture, 
was made in order that they might be continued in 
like comparative repair during the term of the lease ; 
and the stock in the Machine Shops and other articles 
on hand belonging to the Roads, was fully invento- 
ried and appraised, and was charged by each Road in 
account against the joint Road^ 



PETEBIORATION AND CONTINGENT FUND. 

The balance remaining from the current Receipts 
of the Roads after deducting all expenses, and 
$8,242.21 for amoimt remaining due on construction 
of Depots at Manchester, brought forward from last 
year, is $11,180.17, which has been carried to the De- 
terioration and Contingent Fund. 

This Fund, at the close of the last year, as shown in 
the Directors' Report, amounted to $30,798.31, mak- 
ing, with the addition to the same the present year, in 
all, the sum of $41,978.48, which is invested in the 
Concord Road proportion of the wood and stock on 
hand, belonging to the Joint Roads. On this amount 
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the Concord Road is entitled to interest from the 
Joint Roada 

BOAD, DEPOT, AND FURNITURE REPAIRS. 

During the year there have been extensive repairs 
made of the Boad. Forty-one thousand, five hundred 
and nineteen sleepers, and 208 tons of new rails, and 
265 tons of Tails which had been remanufactured, have 
been laid, and 484 tons of rails have been taken up 
and welded anew at the ends and replaced. 

A new Passenger Depot has been constructed and 
new side tracks laid at Hooksett at an expense of one 
thousand dollars, and the Road and Depots have, in 
other respects, been kept in good repair. 

A new Passenger Car has been added to the Furni- 
ture of the Road, and $6,330 have been paid on ex- 
change of old Locomotives for new, leaving our Fur- 
niture in all respects in good condition. 

STOCK, WOOD AND LUMBER ON HAND. 

An abstract of the stock, wood and lumber on hand 
belonging to the Joint Boads, at the close of the year, 
is appended to this report, amounting to the sum of 
$116,410.70 ; much of which was inventoried and 
appraised by persons appointed for this purpose at the 
time of the execution of the contract for the lease of 
the Manchester and Lawrence Boad to the Concord 
Boad. 

A wood-lot containing eight hundred and forty- 
seven acres has been purchased at an expense of 
$10,000, which is the property of the Joint Boads, and 
stands charged to wood-lot account.

OONTRAOT WITH THE MANCHESTER AND LAWRENCE ROAD. 

The Manchester and Lawrence Road was leased to 
the Concord Road, to take effect on the first day of 
December last. The lease was subsequently sanc- 
tioned by the Railroad Commissioners on the 29th of 
January, 1857, and was approved by the Governor 
and Council on the 5th of February following. 

The reasons for entering into this contract are ap- 
parent. The Concord Road was originally chartered 
with the expectation that it would fully accommodate 
the entire through business along its route, between 
the valley of the Merrimack at Manchester and Bos- 
ton. The success of the Concord Road induced indi- 
viduals to seek for another avenue to Boston, and the 
Manchester and Lawrence Road was chartered with 
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an expectation that it would be equally profitable 
with the Concord Road. 

The efiect of the grant, however, has been to bur- 
then the business of transportation or the route with 
the maintenance of two Roads, at greatly increased 
expense, instead of one. 

The Manchester and Lawrence Road was also so lo- 
cated by the Railroad Commissioners as to require the 
construction of new Depots at the junction of the 
Roads, and such was the restricted limits at that point 
that but one set of Depots could be built, and they 
therefore were compelled to construct and occupy them 
in commoq. This circumstance increased the difficulties 
arising from competition, and the experience of a 
few years rendered it evident that the Roads must 
exist in a continual state of rivaby and collision, to 
the serious detriment of the stockholders of both 
Roads, unless some permanent arrangement could be 
made th%t should harmonize their various interests. 
The case admitted of but one remedy ; such a union 
by lease or otherwise, as would remove all grounds 
of controversy and enable the stockholders to devote 
their efibrts and influence to the common good of 
both Roads. 

The Roads, by their united operation, can save a 
large portion of the expense of their double organi- 
zation and double maintenance of Machine Shops, 
and can be run with a less surplus amount of motive 
power and furniture, and a less number of trains, and, at 
the same time, can better protect themselves by such 
remunerative rates on their fare and freight as they 
are justly entitled to. 

For these reasons the Directors have entered into 
the contract existing between the Roads. 
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Some apprehensions have been felt on the part of 
Roads on the old line of route that this union may 
be prejudicial to them ; we have no belief that such 
will be the case. We ask only fair terms of each 
Road with which we are connected, and that such 
partition of the travel and transportation over each 
line should be made as will enable us to transact our 
business with the least expense, and so as to be mu- 
tually satisfactory to all parties concerned. 

It would be clear if rival Roads to the present 
lines should be opened from Lowell to Boston or from 
Nashua to Lowell, furnishing equal facilities with the 
Roads now existing, a common arrangement would be 
required to protect their mutual interests. 

The Manchester and Lawrence Road comes in col- 
lision in the same manner with the entire through 
business of the Concord Road ; and the union of these 
Roads for their common interest and protection is far 
better than a controversy that must greatly diminish 
the profits of their business, while at the same time it 
would injuriously affect all Roads participating in it. 

We believe that time will show to our own Stock- 
holders, and those of connecting Roads, and the 
inhabitants on the line of the route, that the imion of 
the two roads, tmder one management, will be benefi- 
cial to all parties, and will ensure the best accommo- 
dation to the public, with the least possible expense. 

The contract has been in operation only in the 
winter months, during a season of peculiar difficulty 
in its running operations, and of very unusual depres- 
sion of business; but it has answered our expecta- 
tions thus far, though it will take some time fully to 
realize its advantages and to overcome the difficul- 
ties caused in various respects to our business con- 
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tracts from the long continued competition of the

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CONCORD AND MANCHESTER AND LAWRENCE 

RAILROADS. 



This indenture, made this twbnty-fotjeth day of November, 
A. D. 1856, between the Manchester and Lawrence Bailroad 
of the first part, and the Concord Bailroad Corporation of the 
second part, both being Corporations duly established within and by 
the State of New-Hampshire, WITNESSETH : 

Article 1. That the Manchester and Lawrence Bailroad, of the 
first part, for and in consideration of the covenants and agreements 
to be paid and performed by the Concord Bailroad, of the second 
part, as hereinafter mentioned, have demised, leased, and to farm let, 
to the Concord Bailroad Corporation, the Manchester and Lawrence 
Bailroad, with its lands, right of way, buildings, fixtures, furniture, 
and other corporate property, with all the privileges and appurte- 
nances thereunto belonging, for and during the term of five years, 
from and after the first day of December next, on the terms and con- 
ditions hereinafter mentioned. 

Art. 2. The Manchester and Lawrence Bailroad hereby transfers 
and assigns to the Concord Bailroad, as part and parcel of this Lease, 
the contract made by the Manchester and Lawrence Bailroad with 
the Boston and Maine Bailroad for the use of the Methuen Branch 
Bead, and all right, title and claim of the Manchester and Lawrence 
Bailroad thereto, with all its privileges and appurtenances, for and 
during the term of five years as aforesaid. 

Art. 3. The said Manchester and Lawrence Bailroad, and Methuen 
Branch, shall be run and managed by the Concord Bailroad, with 
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efficiency and economy, under the name of the Concord, Manchester 
and Lawrence Railroad, and the business of said roads shall be con- 
ducted so as to be most for their joint benefit, and the convenience 
of the public. 

The same number of Passenger Trains shall be run over each line, 
with equal accommodations and promptness, and with due regard to 
connections with other Heads, and the business shall not be diverted 
to the detriment or prejudice of either line, or so as to prevent a 
just and fair proportion of business to either Road. 

The Superintendent shall make out a monthly statement of the 
income and expenses of the Roads, and Ornish the same to the Di- 
rectors of each Road, and such other information as may be required, 
at the regular meetings of their respective Boards, and the net 
receipts of the joint business, reserving such sum as may be deemed 
necessary to cover the contingencies or any indebtedness of the joint 
Roads, shall be paid over monthly to the Treasurer of the Manches- 
ter and Lawrence Railroad Corporation in the ratio of two fifths to 
three fifths, and the accountable receipt of the Treasurer, in behalf 
of the Corporation, shall be received therefor, subject to the terms 
and conditions hereinafter provided in Article 7th. 

Art. 4. The Depdts, Road-Bed, Bridges, Superstructure and Fix- 
tures of each Road shall be kept, as near as may be, in like relative 
repair from their present state and condition, and all casualties and 
damages to the same, on each line, shall be at the common risk, and 
charged in the current account of the Roads. 

Art. 5. The Cars, Engines and Furniture of each Road, with 
Stationary Engines and Tools in the Machine Shop, and for Road 
repairs, shall be accurately inventoried and appraised, by persons 
mutually agreed upon for this purpose, and be kept in equal com- 
parative repair from their present state and condition, and the portion 
of the same belonging to the Manchester and Lawrence Railroad 
shall be so returned at the expiration of this lease : provided that 
the new engine "Josiah Stickney," just purchased by the Con- 
cord Railroad, and the engine " Jambs Hatward,'' purchased by 
the Manchester and Lawrence Railroad, shall not be appraised, but 
stand charged against the current income of the year, to cover depre- 
ciation. And any additions to the furniture, above what is necessary 
to cover depreciation, made during the continuance of the lease, shall 
belong to the roads in proportion to the capital stock of each Road. 

Art. 6. A full inventory and appraisal shall also be made, by per- 
sons mutually agreed upon for this purpose, of all stock in the 
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Machine Shops, and wood and oil on hand belonging to the Concord 
Bailroad, and Manchester and Lawrence Bailroad, and shall stand 
charged against the current income of the year, and be accounted for 
from such income to each Koad, and any wood and oil, and stock on 
y hand at the termination of the lease, shall be divided between the 

Boads in proportion to the capital stock. 

Art. 7. The capital stock of the Concord Railroad is hereby es- 
tablished and closed at fifteen hundred thousand dollars ) that of the 
Manchester and Lawrence Bailroad at ten hundred thousand dollars ; 
and the Methuen Branch at on^ hundred and ten thousand dollars ; 
amounting in all to twenty-six hundred and ten thousand dollars \ and 
on the 31st of March and the 30th of September of each year, the 
net earnings of said Roads and Branch, above the amount necessary 
to be reserved for depreciation, shall be set apart, and paid to each 
Boad, and said Branch, in proportion to the capital stock of each 
Boad as aforesaid, deducting from the portion of the Manchester and 
Lawrence Bailroad any amount previously paid to said Boad from 
said earnings on monthly receipts, as is provided in Article 3d ; and 
in case said monthly payments shall exceed the proportion due the 
Manchester and Lawrence Bailroad, then the said Boad shall pay 
back the excess thereof, into the common accounts of the Boad for 
the purpose of making the apportionment aforesaid ; and the several 
sums thus paid out and apportioned to said Boads and Branch shall 
be divided among the stockholders of the said Boads and Branch as 
may be ordered by the several Boards of Directors thereof. 

Art. 8. The salary of the President of the Manchester and Law- 
rence Bailroad shall be paid as the same shall accrue from the joint 
income of the Boads, but shall not exceed twelve hundred dollars per 
annum. There shall also be paid from said joint income such 
charges as may be necessary, in proportion to the services rendered, 
for Clerk, Treasurer, and Directors of said Manchester and Lawrence 
Boad. 

Art. 9. This contract shall have the same effect on unsettled 
claims, existing at the commencement of this Lease, against either 
Boad, for lost baggage or damage to persons, or property not properly 
included in Con9truction Account, and on all claims arising under 
the Quintuple contract by any of the roads, parties thereto, against 
the Concord, or Manchester and Lawrence Boad for increased rates, 
or for violation thereof, as though the said Boads were united for the 
term named, and such claims so far as they shall be sustained or 
allowed, shall be met and liquidated from the income of the Boads 
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under the lease, and all claims and liabilities of like character, exist- 
ing at the termination of the lease, shall be borne by said Boads in 
proportion to their Capital Stock. 

Abt. 10. The claims of the Concord Boad against the Manchester 
and Lawrence Boad, or of the Manchester and Lawrence Boad against 
the Concord Boad, arising under the Quintuple Contract, or for any 
violation thereof, and for the use of Tracks, Engines, and labor of 
men at Manchester, and all other claims of either Boad against the 
other, except those due and accruing on the regular joint business 
connection of the Boads, are hereby adjusted and terminated ; saving 
and excepting therefrom the partition of Tracks and Dep6t grounds 
at Manchester, and adjustment of claims arising from the removal of 
old and construction of new Depdts at Manchester, the settlement 
of which is hereby mutually deferred to the close of this Lease. 

Aet. 11. The wood-lot recently purchased by the Concord Bail- 
road, situated in Groton, shall be charged to the account of both 
Boads, and be paid for from their joint income, and used for their 
common benefit, and at the termination of the Lease shall be owned 
by the Boads in proportion to their Capital Stock, or, if the Manches- 
ter and Lawrence Boad prefer, shall be retained by the Concord Boad 
at its then appraised value, to be ascertained by persons mutually 
appointed for that purpose. 

Art. 12. All contracts of business connections between the Con- 
cord Boad or the Manchester and Lawrence Boad, and other Boads 
shall remain in force and be carried out, and fulfilled under the joint 
contract hereby entered into, in the same manner as either Boad 
would be liable therefor. 

The taxes assessed on the Boads for the current year shall be ap- 
portioned throughout the year, and such sum as shall have accrued 
prior to December 1st, shall be borne by each Boad severally ; and 
for the portion of the year, subsequent to December 1st, shall be paid 
out of the joint income of the Boads. 

The property of said Boads, so far as has been heretofore custom- 
ary, shall be insured at the common expense, and the taxes assessed on 
said Boads shall be paid from the common income of the Boads ; 
and any sums derived &om insurance on the property of either Boad 
for losses, or casualties occurring after December 1st, shall be appro- 
priated in payment of such losses, or in repairs made on account of 
such casualties. The insurance money on the Nashua Bridge, which 
Bridge has been recently burnt, on the Concord Boad, shall be paid 
in under this contract for the reconstruction of a new Bridge, and 
2 
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the state and condition of the Concord Eoad at the commencement 
of this Lease shall be esdmated with the value of such insurance 
money applied to the construction of such Bridge, together with any 
lumber belonging to the Concord Boad that may be appropriated for 
this purpose. 

All money apportioned under this contract and paid over to the 
several Boads, as their proportion of net income, shall be at the sep- 
arate risk of each of said Beads respectively, after such payment ; 
and any money paid in to the Manchester and Lawrence Boad on the 
monthly receipts of the Treasurer, shall be at the separate risk of 
the Manchester and Lawrence Boad. 

Any lands belonging to either of said Corporations which are not 
part of their Depot grounds or right of way, and are not used by 
them in connection therewith, may be retained by said Beads or dis- 
posed of by either of them for their separate use and benefit. 

The Telegraph Line now in process of construction over the Man- 
* Chester and Lawrence Boad shall be paid for and charged to the 
common expense of the Beads, to be charged back at its appraised 
value at the close of the lease. 

In case a vacancy shall occur in the office of Superintendent of the 
Concord Boad during said lease, the appointment to fill such vacancy 
shall be made with the concurrence of the Directors of the Man- 
chester and Lawrence Boad ; and if the Directors of the Beads dis- 
agree, no appointment shall be made except with the approbation of 
the Arbitrators named in Article 13. 

Art. 13. Any controversies arising as to the true intent and 
meaning of this Contract, or its proper and just fulfillment, may be 
at any time submitted, at the request of either of said Beads, to the 
decision of John Howe, of Brookline, Ichabod Goodwin, of Ports- 
mouth, and Thomas M. Edwards, of Keene, the Beport and Order 
thereon of a majority of whom shall be final. If a vacancy shall 
occur in said Board of Arbitrators, some other person or persons shall 
be appointed by the Directors of said Beads, by mutual agreement, 
or, in case they are unable to agree, the remaining arbitrator, or 
arbitrators, shall make such appointment. 

Art. 14. And the Concord Bailroad Corporation, of the second 
part, in consideration of the aforesaid several agreements, covenants 
to and with the Manchester and Lawrence Boad, to run the said 
Beads and Branch according to the aforesaid terms and* conditions, 
and to pay over the net income derived therefrom as is herein pro- 
vided ; and at the expiration of this lease to return the Manchester 



i 
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and Lawrence Boad, and said Methuen Branch, in the repair and 
condition specified, together with the proportion of cars, engines, 
fiirniture, &o., belonging to the Manchester and Lawrence Eoad, and 
in all other respects fully to perform all other terms and conditions 
herein required of said Koad. 

Art. 15. This contract shall take e£fect on and after the first day 
of December next, and shall be submitted for allowance and approval 
to the Bailroad Commissioners and the Governor and Council, as 
early as may be, and shall continue in force, for and during the term 
of five years from said December first, unless it shall be terminated 
by vote of the stockholders of the Manchester and Lawrence Boad

In witness of which said several covenants and agreements to 
be mutually kept and performed by and between the said 
Manchester and Lawrence Boad and the Concord Boad, 
the said Beads, by their Agents, duly authorized, have 
hereunto interchangeably affixed the names and seals of 
said Corporations, this twenty-fourth day of November,
